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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
Application History 

1 . This action is responsive to the Request for Continued Examination, filed 
on 5/2/2005. 

2. Applicant has amended claims 1 and 6, and added new claims 7 and 8. 

3. Claims 1-8 are pending in the case, claims 1 and 6 are independent 
claims. 

4. A request for continued examination filed under 37 CFR 1.114, including 
the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after a final 
rejection. Since this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 
CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the 
finality of the previous Office Action (dated 1/13/2005) has been withdrawn 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 4/7/2005 
(Amendment B) has been entered. 

5. Examiner's rejection of claims 1-6, made under 35 USC 103, as being 
unpatentable over Dutta US Patent 6,480,837 in view of applicant's 
disclosure, as recited in the previous office action (dated 1/13/2005) are 
withdrawn as necessitated by the claim amendments.

value is an average of a maximum value and a minimum value for the 
frequency of utilization.
